The Closing Hours of tie Old 
Council. 


SPEECHES AND LEAVE-TAKI Nas. 


The New Organization—Councliman 
Bonsall Elected Pr«sident—The

The old City Council closed its labors 
yesterday and adjoured sine die. The new 
Council was then convened at once and or- 
ganized. It took but a short time to make 
the change, and it was effected without any 
delay or confusion at all. Everything 
passed off like ciockwork. Counciiman 
Bonsall of the Third Ward was honored by 
being chosen president of the new body. 

The fact that the new Council was going 
in was evidently of great public interest, as 
at 10 o’clock the lobbies of the City Hal. 
were crowded with kuots of people who 
were discussing the possibilities in the 
matter of the orgasizatiug of the new Coun- 
cil. 

Among the throng were the new members, 
who were subjected to more or less button- 
holing at the hinds of afxious constitucnts, 
who were seeking sumething and seught 
aid to obtain what they were after.

MORRISON GOES FREE. 


The Alameda Jalier Will Escape 
Punishment. 

Deputy United States Marshal A. W. 
Marsh returned yesterday morning from 
San Francisco, where he has been to tes(ify 
us a witness in the case against John Mor- 
rison, jailer of the Alameda-county » jail, 
who was charged with aiding Give Chinamen 
to escape who were about to be returned to 
China, having iliegally entered the country. 

It willbe remembered that in August 
last. Deputies Marsh and Goodrich took 
twenty-three Chinamen to the Alameda- 
county Jail for deportation to China, the 
Mongolians having been captured by them 
on the Mexican border. The officers caught 


Morrison and an outside Chinaman by the 


name of Ah Lem in the act of substituting 
five Dew Chinawen in the place of five pris- 
opers. In fact, the act was «actually con- 
sumated before they made any arrests. 

The five substituted Chinamen and Ah 
Lem were tried and convicted before Su- 
perior Judge Gibson in the State court, on a 
charge of aiding prisoners toescape. The 
six Chinamen were given five years each. 
Morrison was firstarrested under the United 
States law but was discharged through a 
technicality in the complaint. He was then 
arrested under the State law, and taken be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace the same asthe 
Chinamen were, under a similiar complaint. 
Strange to say he was discharged on the 
ground the court had no jurisdiction, while 
on the other hand the Chinamen were held 
and are now in State’s prison. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Old Directors Refuse to Turn 
Over tha Property. 

Asindicated by Tue Times yesterday 
morning, there is a contest over the control 
of the Public Library. &. 

An adjourned meeting of the old board 
of directors appointed by the Mayor was 
held yesterday morning at 10 o’clock. 

The newly-elected board of trustees 
were nt and a formal demand was 
made by them for the books and property 
of the library, whereu the following 
resolution was made by Director Howard: 

W bereas ou this, the Och day of January, 
1891, there appeared before this board 
Messrs. F. R. Willis, J. M. Guinn, F. K. Hol- 
ioway and K. W. Jones, elaiming to be a board 
of library directors, elected and qualified 
as such, and claiming as such board to have 
the right to control and manage the Public 
Library now under the control of this board, 
and demanded that this board should deliver 
over to them the property of said fMbrary; 
and whereas this board was appointed by 
the Mayorof the city of Los Angeles on 
the 25th day of March, 1889, to boid office 
for two years,and until their successors 
should be appointed by said Mayor and 
qulified according to the provisions of the 
charter of the City of Los Angeles; and it 
is the opinion of this board that the ch irter 
is the controlling law in the premises, and 
that no beard of directors can legally be 
elected to take charge of the library; now, 
therefore be it 

Neselved, that this board refuses to ac- 
cede to said demand of the aforesaid gentie- 
men ciaiming to be such board of elected 
directors. 

The resolution was seconded and adopted 
bv the buara, Direetur Jones being excused 
trom voting, after which the board ad- 
jourued. 

The matter will now goto the courts for 
settlement, and an effort will be made to 
have an immediate hearing.

WHY THEY PREFER. SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA, 


The San Francisco Bulletin takes ex- 


ception tothe California articles of. 


Charles Dudley Warner, in Harper’s, 
because Mr. Warner says nothing 
about Central and Northera Califor- 
nia. The Bulletin claims to have been 
the pioneer in calling attention to the 
advantages of this part of the State; 
but thinks that whatever is true in 
Warner’s articles regarding Southern 
California is equally—if not more— 
true about the northern section. Says 
the Bulletin: 


Geographically, one rarely hears about 
Central California, including © Fresno 
county on the south and Butte county on 
the north. On that great area, containing 
hardly less than filty thousand square 
mies, every variety of fruit is successiuil 
grown that is found in the southern halt 
the State. The olive, orange, raisin-grape, 
the plum, prune, peach and apple figure 
among the important commercial products. 
Oue might iook in vain for any such state 
ment of facts in Warner's account. But as 
he did not attempt to describe this section 
of the State, the omissiun is jess than a dis- 
appointment. 

entral California has become the center 
of a areat fruit interest. It does not antag- 
onize that of the district farther south. 
But look at the record of the immense ship- 
ments of green fruits that have gone for- 
ward from this district to the Eastern mar- 
kets this very year. Note, also, the ship- 
ments of raisins which have gone forward 
from the one county of Fresno, to say noth- 
ing of shipments trom counties still further 
north. While such a description as Warner 
gives of tue products of Southern California 
is Capital in its way—for nothing better bas 
probably ever been done for any section of 
the State—the impression might be mislead- 
Ing that there was not another great section 
of the State quite as important in the range 
and variety of its fruit products. In fact, 
Central California, as geographically de- 
seribed, is the leading section as to the vari- 
ety and commercial value of its fruit indus- 


‘tries, But no hint of these facts is found in 


the i.lustrated article in Harpet's Monthly. 

Why is it that so much more atten- 
tion is directed to Southern than to 
Northern California in the East? This 
is what our northern neighbors would 
like to find out. It worries them a 
good deal. It certainly cannot be for 
lack of effort on their part to make 
known their advantages, for, until the 
past few years, most of the advertis- 
ing of the State has been done with 
special reference to that section, and 
today the great railroad corporation of 
the State devotes most of its energy to 


| booming the counties north of Kern,“ 


in which are most of itslands. An 
instance of this is found in the beauti- 
ful illustrated pamphlet just issued by 
the company and reviewed by us yes- 
terday, in which the southern counties 
are almost entirely ignored. 

Why is it then that, in spite of all 
the inducements of what is asserted to 


| be much cheaper land, the Eastern 


people will persist in setting their eyes 


‘toward Southern California? They 


have been told, a thousand times, that 
northern lands need no irrigation and 
that irrigation is very expensive, yet 
they persist in giving this section the 
preferences. 
Primarily, we believe the reason for 
the greater popularity of this section 
lies in the superiority of our climate. 
The climate of the whole State is good 
enough, it is true, but Easterners 
have begun to learn that there are 
climates and climates in California, 
and thata strip south of Point Con- 
cepcion and to a distance of thirty 
miles or so from the o an contains the 
choicest climate of the State, where it is 
never too hot or too cold for comfort. 
The northern coast counties are pleas- 
ant, but the rainfall there in winter is 
heavy, and there is often considerable 
wind and fog, while the great fertile 
San Joaguin Valley has a summer cli- 
mate that is, to put it mildly, very 
warm. 
Then, again, this very question of 


irrigation, which has been so indus- | 


triously used as an argument against 
this section by northern boomers, has 
proved a boomerang iu their hands, 
As we showed, a few days ago, the 
northern papers have now changed 
their tune on this subject, and affect to 
see in irrigation one of the chief ad- 
vantages and attractions of Southern 
California. It is undoubtedly one of 
the reasons why we attract a thrifty 
population of high-class immigrants, 
because irrigation means small 
homes, within easy calling dis- 
tance of each other, upon which 
a good living can be made from 
the start. Fresno has made a 
success of such homes, by means of ir- 
rigation, in the dry and forbidding 
plains of the San Joaquin, but the 
climate of Fresno will not begin to 
compare with that of Los Angeles. 

Hence we have two main reasons 
why Easterners prefer Southern Cali- 
fornia. Firstly: the superiority of our 
climate, which is as near perfection as 
can be found in the world, and, sec- 
ondly, the possibility, through irriga- 
tion, of creating settiemenis composed 
of beautiful productive homes of five, 
ten and twenty acres, upon which the 
settler can raise a profitable crop 
within a few months of his arrival, 
without taking any chances on the 
seasons. 

Northern California may introduce 
irrigation asitis thinking of doing, 
butit cannot introduce our climate, 
and unless some cataclysm of nature 
should remove our superiority in this 
respect we may always expect to have 
the preference, among intelligent im- 
migrants, over all other sections ot the 
State.

In this way the 
taxation of mortgages, instead of being 
a relief to the farmers, as it was de- 
signed to be, operates to their disad- 
vantage. 


WHAT TO DO WITH THE INDIANS. 


What shall be done with the Indians. 
of the United States? It is all very 
well to repeat the stock phrase:; The 
ouly good Indian is a dead Indian,” 
and to advise wholesale extermination. 
Such talk is cheap, but we all know 
that any such suggestions are but talk. 
The Indians are with us, and will re- 
main with us. What are we to do 
with them? 

As a farmer, the Indian is not a suc- 
cess—that 18, the Indian who has been 
accustomed to roam the plains and 
who has inherited a disposition to 
roam from his aucestors, who bave 
done so for thousands of years before 
him. There are exceptions, such 
as the Papagos and Pimas in South- 
ern Arizona, who live in villages 
and raise excellent wheat, as they were 
doing tbree centuries ago, when they 
were first visited by white men. But 
they were always at war with the 
Apaches, who represent, the average 
North American Indian, with whom 
our troops «nd settiers and prospectors 
occasionally have to deal, to their cost. 
These Indians resemble the aristocrats 
of Great Britain in this, that they re- 
gard all labor, except warfare and the 
pursuit of game, as menial. If they 
had servants, or an inferior class, they 
would probably make them do the 
work. As it is, they leave it to the 
squaws. 

Not long ago, some officers of the 
United States army, noting the ill- 
success which has attended efforts to 
induce the Indian to till the soil, and 
desiring to utilize his warlike instincts, 
suggested the formation of a regiment, 
to be composed of Indian troops, 
officered by wbite men. There is ample 
precedent for such a course, in other 
countries, where such auxiliaries have 
done good service. The Sepoys and 
Ghoorkas of India, the Spuhis of 
France and the Cossacks of Russia are 
notable examples of the successful 
transformation of former enemies into 
useful allies. Toa limited extent, the, 
experiment has been made in this 
country, by the utilization of Indians 
scouts and police, in con- 
nection with the regular army, 
and with few exceptions the experi- 
ment has been a success. In Harper’s 
Weekly, Frederick Remington, whose 
graphic pictures of Indian lifé are fa- 
miliar. to thousands, and who has 
und much experience on the frontier, 
suggests that the War Department 
should be allowed to take the Indians 
and organize them j semi-indus- 
trial military foros: 
of the Cossacks, whose company chiei 
is responsible for their operations 


in peace, and their deeds’ in 
war. Each company should have 
its own permanent village, situ- 


ated near its agricultural or stock- 
raising operations—for in this manner 
the Indian can be made to work— 
with the captain of the company as 
the head of the village. These officers 
should be selected from the regular 
army, from the point of experience and 
natural capacity, — 
This suggestion is no longer an ex- 
periment, butybas been tried thor- 
oughly, with at Mr. Remington de- 
clares are astonishing results. He

An Indian will do the most arduous and 
laborious work if he has a cavalry uniform 
on, when he would not lift his littie fluger 
to the task if dressed in his bright blanket 
and bead-work. He sees the white soldiers 
work, aud makes as great a distinction de- 
tween the laboring soldier and his agrieul- 
tural brother as you would between a farm- 
hand and a gentieman cultivating orchids 
in bis conservatory.

I saw them mount 
and fail in ana drill in admirable shape, all 
by a sign of Lieut. Casey’s right hand, be- 
cause they do not understand English weil 
enough. I admired the indomitabie zeal of 
-Lieut. Casey, and hoped his work would 
lead to greater things. 8x months before, 
all these meu were down at the Lime Deer 
Agency doing nothing, unless to go out 
gunning for a ranchmau’s cattle, 


The Indian police and scouts have 
certainly made an excellent record, so 
far in the Northwestern troubles. 
Whether this plan be tried or not, 
after the present troubles are over, 
some new policy must be adopted to- 
ward the Indians. This is impera- 
tively demanded by the people—by the 
people at large, as well as by those ou 
the frontier, whose lives are in con- 
stant jecpardy. ‘he Indian Bureau 
bas had more than an ample chance to 
show what it could do with the In- 
dians. It has miserably failed. Now 
let the army have a show.

How, in the name of common sense, 
are troops, taken by surprise and being 
mowed down by the bullets of a treach- 
erous foe at twenty paces, to wait to 
distinguish the sex of their bian- 
ket-clad opponents? Besides, as 
we have previously remarked, these 
she-Indians are more to be dreaded on 
the battle-field than their mates. Itis 
they who inflict upon the dying out- 
rages which are too hideous to describe, 
while the young Indians are taught to 
fire a gun as soon as they can walk.

Col, James Forsythe, if commithd of the 
gallant Seventh, showed only the 
personal courage and most soldierly quali 
ties. Unarmed, in the thickest of the fight, 
with bullets buzzing’ him and 
men falling at his side, he gave 
his orders ag quietly. and coolly as 
it sitting in a parlor. His coolness, Kind- 
heartedness, and justice were oaéver better 
lijustrated thau his activa: when he became 
satislled that his men were safe from 
further injury. “Whfié his men were bvil- 
ing with raze ang fired with almost uncon- 
troliable fever ot battle, burning to revenge 
comrades siaughtéred in cold blood, he gave 
the order to céase firing, with th6 words: 
“We did not come here to buteher them.“ 

And this is the man wio has had a 
stig va cast upon his name by being re- 
lieved of his command in the midst of 
acampaign! Out upon these mewling 
sentimentalists, who think more of 
the life of a murderous squaw than of 
a score of brave soldiers or settlers. 
These mistake mén—and women 
have done enough mischief during the 
past twenty years... is mainly owing 
to them that the:thieving Indian ring 
has flourished and has driven Indians 
to revolt through starvation. For the 
sake of our national dignity and of the 
many precious lives which are in jeop- 


ardy, let these people not be allowed to 


intermeddle in the present campaign.

AT WOUNDED KNEE. 


The Terrific Conflict of the 
Seventh Cavalry. 


THE LAST OF BIG FOOT’S BAND. 


Graphic Story of the Fight-—Treach- 
ery of the Savages and Their 
Terrible Punishment—Col, 
Forsythe’s Avengers. 


Ichicago Herald. Jan, 1. 

Pine. Riper Agency (S. D.,) via 
Rushvitte, Neb., Dec. 31.—It has been 
nearly fifteen years since the Seventh 
Regiment of Cavalry faced the Sioux 
in war. When they parted the last 
time the contingent of the regiment 
under command of Gen. George Custer 
lay dead on a plateau and in the ra- 
vines of the Little Big Horn. Not a 
man in the command eecaped. It has 
taken a long time for the troopers of 
that now famous regiment to ayenge 
the death of their comrades. But the 
score is now being wiped out. 

For forty-eight bours the gullies and 
hills to the north of the agency have 
been ringing with the reverberatious 
of the machine-guns of the army as 
they send a storm of bullets 
beating upon the ambuscades and 
hiding places of the painted 
warriors. The war opened in 
earnest on Monday when Maj. 
Whitesides attempted to disarm Big 
Foot’s band. The story. of this fight 
has been but vaguely told by the news- 
paper correspondents, owing to the 
confusion which exists everywhere. 
But it was a fight in which no quarter 
was asked or given; where the wounded 
fought until killed and where the 
living seemed possessed of the hatred 
of fiends and gave battle so long as 
blood could be drawn. The morning 
was bright and warm and many of the 
soldiers had removed their heavy over- 
coats and caps. The remaining four 
companies of the Seventh had joined 
the command during the night, and at 
breakfast the soldiers had a merry time. 
There was then no prospeet of war. Big 
Foot. who was ill from congestion of the 
lungs, had surrendered his band 
which consisted of about one hundred 
and sixty able-bodied warriors and 
230 old men, women and children, and 
it was thought that, with these hos- 
tiles out of the way, the last disturbing 
element among the Sioux would be re- 
moved. Tue sun had been but a few 
moments up when boots and saddies’’ 
was sounded, and then with clanking 
carbines and sabers the trooyers of the 
Seventh started tor Big Foot’s camp, 
preceded by Capt. Taylor, of the Ninth 
Cavalry, who was in command of a de- 
tachment of Indian scouis. The hos- 
tiles were in their tepees, and the 
smoke which poured from the tops of 
the grimy and dilapidated tents showed 
that the savages were awake. The 
troopers were drawn up in line of ba:- 
tie 100 yards away, K troop in 
command of Capt. Wallace, being in 
front. While the hostiles tumbled out 
of their tepees and began squatting on 
the ground in a balf circle a battery of 
Hotchkiss guns was being placed in 

sition on thé crest of a communding 

utte at least a hundred yards behind 
the soldiers. It was noticed that the 
Indians were sullen and in bad humor. 
Big Foot, who was so ill that he could 
not stand erect, crawled out of his 
tepee and extended his hand as a sign 
that he wanted peace. The squaws 
were huddlea back of the bucks, who 
were squatted on the ground, while all 
around the village the little Indian 
children played unmindful of the ap- 
proaching storm. 

When everything was in readiness, 
Major Whitesides, spenking through 
an interpreter, formally demanded the 
unconditional surrender of the band. 
A sullen grunt of assent went round 
the half circle. Then Major White- 
sides, continuing bis short speech, or- 
dered the savages to approach iu com- 
panies of twenty and throw down 


the soldiers. The Indians were slow 
to act. Finally twenty of them arose 
with aggravating deliberation and ap-

the savages, who were slowly rising 
from the ground. Like a flash the hos- 
tiles flung their blankets aside, and as 
they did so their hands clasped their 
rifles, which up to this time bad been 
concealed. Before an order could be 
given to tue imperiled troopers a ter- 
rific volley was poured into their ranks 
by the savages. The muzzles of some 
of the guns were pressed against the 
bodies of the cavalrymen, so close were 
they to the treacherous redskins. 
There was a clicking of shell ejectors, 
and thep again and again a sheet of 
flame sprang from the rifles of the In- 
dians. The destruction was awful. Some 
ot the troopers fell at the tepees while 
others filled the space between the 
actual combatants ani the rest of the 
soldiers, who were hastily preparing to 
come to the relief of their comrades. 
For two or three minutes the savages 
were masters of the field. Troops K 
and A wavered before the terrible on- 
slaught and then fell back in disorder. 
Contrary to all previous known meth- 
ods of Indian warfare the handful of 
fanatical 1 — fought with fiendish 
audacity. ‘hey were 160 against 500 
of the best fighters of the army, who 
were backed up by improved machine 
guns and commanded by veteran offi- 
cers. They must have known that 
they were to die there and then, but 
it seemed to be the purpose of each 
one to perish fighting. There was 
no running on their part after the first 
volley bad been fired. With the awiul 
war cry of their tribe the savages 
pressed forward against the remnants 
of the two shattered troops. Not a 
commissioned or a-non-commissioned 
officer was left in K troop. Captain 
Wallace lay dead in the flaps of a 
tepee, where he had fallen with a bul- 
let in his brain and his skull beaten in 


with a stone war-club, aud g 


all about him were bis men, many of 
them dead and others groaning with 
the pain which their wounds gave 
them. 

The recoil came as suddenly as did 
the treacherous onslaught. When the 
first volley was fired Captain Taylor, 
commanding the scouts, ordered his 
Indians to throw themselves upon the 
ground so that they would not be mis- 
taken by the troops for bostiles. Tay- 
lor bimself fell upon the grass, and 
with his force poured a deadly fire into 
the hostiles. is men remained loval 
and brave. Within five minutes after 
the first shot was fired the whole regi- 
ment was in action. The troopers 
ch d upon the savages in the de- 
pression in the ground where Big 
Foot's village had been pitched, and 
then gnsued a hand-to-hand encounter, 
the desperate character of which has 
never been recordec in the history of 
Indian warfare. The Indian was a

demon in his delirium to kill and die. 
The soldier fought regardiess of the 
sex or age of his foe. Through the 
smoke which hung over the tepees and 
lied the draw 
upon the hewling and paint-bedaubed 
savages, who fought with rifles, pistols, 
bludgeons and knives. The ground 
was strewn with the dead and 
wounded, Fleeing in all directions 
were the squaws, many of them stum- 
bling under their loads of chil- 
dren and blankets. They were mak- 
ing for the buttes and gullies, but the 
bullets that pursued them brought 
scores of them to grass. Savages who 
bad been hit by bullete tried to kill 
even afier they were dying. In the 
tumult which raged around the village 
and which culminated in flames en- 
veloping the tepees and the stamped- 
ing of hundreds of ponies. Indians 
who were supposed to dead would 
suddenly turn their rifles upon the 
"backs of the soldiers. Many of the 
troopers were killed and wounded b 

Indians who were unable to stand, 
owing to their wounds. | 
ing this fierce üghting that Lieut. Gar- 
lington, who bad taken a conspicuous 
part in the battie, fell from his 
horse with a rifle bullet in his right 
arm. Theiustant be fell the Gray 
Horse Squadron, of which he was the 
commander, dashed upon a group of 
Sioux near the wounded leader, and 
killed them to a man. 

The masterly work of the Seventh 
soon told on Big Foot’s band. Within 
halt an hour two-thirds of the hostile 
force lay upon the ground: Among 
the warriors who had died in all kinds 
of contortions, was the body of Big 
Foot, his grim, merciless-looking face 
besmeared with blood and his hands 
clutching a nog! blanket which partly 
concealed the “bullet wounds in his 
breast. During the hand-to-band con- 
flict he had n recognized by the 
soidiers and killed as mercilessly as 
though he had been a wild animal. 
The remnant of the band, appalled at 
the slaughter, fled through the ravines 
tothe small hilis. Then the battery 
of machine-guns on the big butte to 
the south began its deadly work. The 
noise of these cannon created a terri- 
ble din. The crest of the butte was 
enveloped in smoke, through the cen- 
ter of which flashed two streams of 
fire, moving to the east and west. Bul- 
lets beat upon the hills in a pitiless 
shower, men, women and children go- 
ing down before its force. There was 
no discrimination. The artillerymen, 
who had been under heavy fire from 
the start. but were unable to reply for 
fear of hitting the troopers, now had 
a clean sweep of the country. 
Through ravines and into red wil- 
low bushes the bullets poured, until 
the hillsides were dotted with dead 
warriors, squaws and children. Sav- 
ages who were not hit by the Hotch- 
kiss cannoneers were pursued by 
troops under Col. Forsythe and Lieu- 
tenants O’Hare, Robinson and Rice. 
Two bours after the first shot was fired- 
the troops were masters of the field, 
but it had been gained at fearful cost. 
Nearly eighty soidiers lay upon the 
ground, but around them and stretched 
in the ravines and on the hillsides 
were messy ove hundred and twenty- 
five dead Indians. Big Foot’s band 
bad. been almost completely annibi- 
lated. ‘The chief himself was dead, 
and at his feet lay his squaw with a 
bullet in her heart. “hi

The Governor's “clean-up” at the 
State Prison is being carried on with 
great vigor. The pardons issued each 
day make a very formidable list. The 
victims of our merciless courts are 
being restored to liberty in large num- 
bers. If an opinion is to be formed of 
crime in this State from the action of 
Gov.

‘The notion that our 
courts are punishing people who 
do not deserve such treutment is 
too much for human credulity. 
Gov. Waterman, however, some time 
ago fixed arbitrarily the number of in- 
nocents inthe State prisons at 200. 
He appears to be bent on freeing tbat 
number. How he gained this precise 
knowledge has not been explained. 
The public is expected to believe that 
he had gone over the records of all the 
prisons, read up the mountuin of tran- 
scripts, and in this way gained a 
knowledge of the savage vindictive- 
ness of our juries and the remorseiess 
and blind severity ot our judges. Noth- 
ing at all approaching to what is now 
going on has ever before been wit- 
nessed in this Statc. Red-handed 
murderers and criminals of the deepest 
dye are being turned loose upon the 
community in alarming uumbers. 
Gov. Waterman, before he gets through, 
will have done more to injure the 
cause of justice than can be repaired 
in a quarter of a century. It will now 
be generally regarded that the convict, 
no matter how atrocious his crime, 
will only be consigned to prison till 
the next cleau up“ of the Governor.

Pertinent Points Concerning 


SMALL’ FARMING WOULD PAY. 


Why Butter and Eggs Are High— 
Notes and Comment—Person- 
als and Brevities—Locals 
of General Interest, 


About a year ago there was pub- 
lished in these columns an — 
pertaining to the local food supply, 1 

which the opinions of some of — 
leading grocers were quoted to the et- 
feet that much too little local produce 
is raised. Tue price ot vegetables and 
other staple articles of food is one of 
practical interest to the head of every 
household, and. the daily market 
values of such commodities affect in 
u large measure the financial inter- 
ests of a community. Tbat butter and 
eggs and potatoes are higher in Pasa- 
deva than they should be is generally 
admitted, but few stop to consider 
why. With a view of eliciting some 
practical-information on the subject, 
the reporter yesterday calied upon 
some of the grocers to inquire if the 
same Conditious regarding the amount 
— gan production exist now as last 


"One of the gentlemen called upon 
said that be thought that the amount 
of local produce raised is larger this 
yoar than last. This is especially true 
of eggs, which are gradu liy becoming 
more plentiful. Nevertheless, the sup- 
ply tails far short of the demand, as 

‘tbelarge shipments of butter, eggs, 
potatoes and the like from distant 
points show. 

On the matter of butter, another 
grocer produced a letter just received 
trom one of the largest wholesale 
bouses in San Francisco, stating that 
the Pasadena dealers get butter at ex- 
actly the same price charged the firms 
in large cities. Tbe letter also pre- 
dicted that the price of butter in Los 
Augeles is likely to become consider- 
ably elevated before long for certain 
sundry reasons. This, however, is not 
likely to effect the Pasadena market, 
which is supplied directly from the 
north. The grocer added emphatically 
that if more butter was turned out in 
Les Angeles county people wouldu't be 
compelled to pay 75 ceuts and upward 
for 6 dainty little roll, weighing about 
a pound and a half. 

ther dealers were seen,and all agreed 
that, while more attention is being paid 
year by year to raising smail vegetables 
in this section, the supply is not nearly 
as large as it should be, and urged the 
importance of emphasizing the value 
of California land as being specially 
adapted to the production of all 
varieties of vegetable es. 


NOTES AND D COMMENT. 


The eastern mail is not a certain 
‘quantity—perbaps it comes, and per- 
haps it don’t. The same applies to the 
overland—only moreso. The amount 
of money spent by the Santa Fé during 
the summer in the way of bridging 

ses and the like, seems so much 
wasted so far as affecting any regular- 
ity in the running of trains. Will 
things be ever thus? 


The scarcity ot local produce is 
touched upon elsewhere. One reason 
why more of our people refrain from 
going into the poultry business or 
more especially the business of raising 
of small vegetables, is on account of 
the Chinamen who have a sort of 
truck garden monopoly. Yet it is non- 
sense to assert that white lubor cannot 


compete with Chinamen in the matter 


of raising vegetables. It is true a 
Chinaman can live cheaper than an 
American. At the same time the 
Chinamau makes satisfactory profits— 
enough to take him to his native land 
and keep bim there the rest of his life, 
alter several years in the vegetable 
business. An American ought to be 
able to get along on smaller profits and 
live more comiortably. There will 
always be demand for whatever 
produce is raised hereabouts, local 
producers invariably being given the 
prelerence by the merchants. There 
are toc many men about town who 
have passed the past year in idleness, 
waiting for a boom, and the boom is 
yet afar off. If they would buy or rent 
a piece of land and raise vegetables. 
together with farm products, they 
would at least earn a comfortable liv- 
ing.

Swinging 
in midair with death above and below 
her until almost exhausted by the fatigue 
that came of the terrible strain upon her, 
physically and mentally. 

- This was the dire predicament in which 
Miss Norma Onken, of Ridgeway ave- 
nue, Avondale, was -placed one after- 
noon, and it was only due to her cool 
judgment and calm presence of mind 
that she did not meet with a shocking 
death. In attempting tocross a railroad. 
trestle which spans the rocky bed of 
Bloody Run, u little bed north of Avon- 
dale, sho was run down by an express 
train, the engineer of which was en- 
deavoring to make up for lost time by 
| running at full speed. To prevent being 
‘hurled from the trestle she was com- 


279 | pelled to let herself down on the outside 


of the track and hang on until she was 
rescued. 

With Mr. Richard Hall, of Walnut 
Hills, and Miss Nannie Fisher, of Avon- 
dale, she started out fora walk. They 
went along the Cincinnati and Lebanon 
and Northern Narrow Gauge railroad 
toward Lebanon, and as they reached 
the trestle Mr. Hall and Miss Fisher 
held back, fearing to meet a train. Miss 


———.| Onken, though knowing it to be near 


train time, thought to cross the trestle 
before the train could come. 

She was about half way over when 
the Montgomery accommodation, due in 
Cincinnati at 2:35, whistled. She looked 
up and was horrified to see the’ train 
driving toward her with great speed. It 
was train No. 12, of which Ed. F. 
Doherty is conductor and Lee Barnard 
trainman, and it was traveling between 
thirty-five and forty miles an hour. 
When Miss Onken saw the train coming 
toward her she displayed a wonderful 
presence of mind by throwing herself 
over the side of the trestle and there 
clinging to the timber. 

The engineer, George Collins, seeing 
the gentleman and lady at the other end 
of the trestle, reversed the engine and 
stopped as soon as possible; but it was 
not until he had passed Miss Onken some 
distance. Running back on the trestle 
Doherty and Barnard each took one of 
Miss Onken's hands and pulled her up 
on the track. Her face was black and 
blue, and she was more dead than alive. 
— was exhausted and could have held 

ut a very short time longer. 

e Vithout help just at that time she 
would have fallen into the creek twenty 
feet or more below her. 

After resting a few moments she was 
able to resume her walk, none the worse 
for her harrowing experience. The spot 
where the scene occurred is noted for ac-. 
cidents. On the 4th of July last an old 
colored woman was thrown from the 
trestle and dreadfully injured, breaking 
two of her limbs and fracturing het 
skull Three weeks ago there was a col- 
lision at this point, and one of the bat- 
tered engines is still half buried in the
